Citizens’ group works to

_ «For the past five years, the Save San Jose 
Medical Center Coalition (SJMCC) has been fight- 
ing to keep San Jose’s only downtown hospital 
from closing. 

The Coalition, formed in 1999, consists of 80 
member groups and maintains an e-mail list of 
some 10,000 individuals. The group’s mission is 
“to maintain a full service hospital and trauma cen- 
ter in Downtown San Jose.” They want to see that 
San Jose Medical is kept open until it can be pur- 

chased by another operator or is replaced by anew 
facility. 
According to the Coalition, in recent years, San 
ose Medical Center and Alexian Brothers Medi- 
nter served. close to 30% of the Santa Clara 
tion. If San Jose Medical Center 
were to doma, East San Jose would have just one 
hospital, while residents of the western part of the 
county would have access to eight acute care hos- 
pitals. 

“Our research reveals that Downtown/East'San 
Jose is the single area of greatest medical need in 
our county..It has the highest infant mortality rate, 
the highest concentration of medically at-risk se-

Washington, D.C.(EFE).- La 
consejera de Seguridad Nacional de 
EE.UU., Condoleezza Rice, ad- 
mitió este jueves pasado ante la 
comisión que investiga el 11-S que 
el país estaba “ciego” sobre la ame- 
naza que representaba Al Qaeda 
antes de los atentados que mataron 
a más de 3,000 personas. 

“EE.UU. estaba ciego sobre lo 
que estaba a punto de ocurrir”, 
manifestó Rice, quien achacó el

dente George W. Bush. 

Después de meses de negarse 
a hacerlo, la consejera compareció 
en público y bajo juramento ante la 
comisión para defender el papel de 
Bush y su Gobierno en materia de 
seguridad y lucha antiterrorista en 
sus siete meses de gestión previos 
al 11 de septiembre de 2001. 

Durante casi tres horas, Rice 
rebatió a quienes acusan al presi- 
dente de ignorar la amenaza que re- 
presentaba la red terrorista de 
Osama Bin Laden y repitió que fue 
imposible evitar el 11-S: “No había 
una solución mágica que hubiera 
prevenido los atentados”.

La consejera respondió a las

Florida governor backs 
driver”s licenses for 
illegal immigrants 


Miami (EFE).- Illegal immi- 
grants in Florida, the majority of 
whom are Hispanics, will be al- 
lowed to obtain driver’s licenses if 
a bill endorsed by Governor Jeb 
Bush is approved. 

According to the Governor, 
the younger brother of President 
George W. Bush, the legislation 
contains enough safeguards to en- 
sure that terrorists do not get their 
hands on the document. 

The governor said illegal 
aliens need driver’s licenses “to be 
able tg function.” 

“We shouldn’t allow them to 
come into the country to begin 
with, but once they’re here, what 
do you do? Do you basically say 
that they’re lepers to society? That 
they don’t exist?” the governor 
asked Monday. “A policy that ig- 
nores them is a policy of denial.” 

Illegal immigrants seeking li- 
censes will be fingerprinted and 
must provide two forms of identi- 
fication, according to the bill’s 
sponsor, state Sen. Rudy Garcia 
who added that they could not be 
deported. 

To obtain the license, which 
would be valid for two years, ap- 
plicants must also prove through 
documentation that they own or are 
leasing a car. 

The measure could benefit 
thousands of illegal Latin Ameri-

U.N. report

Paris (EFE).- A confiden- 
tial United Nations report con- 
demns Mexican authorities’ 
sluggishness in investigating the 
cases of women murdered in 
Ciudad Juarez, the French news- 
paper Le Monde reported Thurs- 
day.

scribed it as a “devastating” in- 
dictment of Mexico’s perfor- 
mance. 

The document, drafted fol- 
lowing the visit two members of 
the U.N. committee paid Ciudad 
Juarez in October, also makes 
reference to the widespread sus 
picion of “collusion” among 
police and drug traffickers in the 
border city of Ciudad Juarez 

The report was sent to

San Francisco, (EFE).- Las 
mujeres hispanas poseen una edu- 
cación superior a la de los hombres 
latinos, según un estudio reciente 
que predice que las mujeres de este 
grupo social tendrán un gran im- 
pacto en el futuro económico del 
país. 

El futuro es dorado para las 
mujeres latinas de este país, o al 
menos eso se desprende de un 
estudio recientemente difundido 
por la revista Hispanic Business. 

La investigación revela que las 
latinas superan a los hombres en 
lo que se refiere a educación supe- 
rior, ya que el 60% de los diplo- 
mas de licenciatura entregados a 
hispanos en el 2000 fueron para 
mujeres. 

También en el mercado de 
trabajo ellas disfrutan de mejor 
posición que los hombres, si se 
compara con la población total.

San Diego (EFE).- La Aso- 
ciación de Oficiales de Policía de 
National City pidió a una corte 
prohibir que el ayuntamiento siga 
investigando un incidente en el 
que dos mexicanos fueron de- 
portados tras ser detenidos en una 
tienda de departamentos. 

Everett Bobbitt, abogado re- 
presentante de la asociación, ha di- 
cho tras presentar la demanda que 
“la policía concluyó la investiga- 
ción y ha determinado que el agen- 
te actuó correctamente”. 

El incidente tuvo lugar en no- 
viembre pasado cuando una fami- 
lia de mexicanos entró a la tienda 
JC Penney. 

Antonio Flores Noyola, 
miembro de la familia, dijo que 
por toda explicación los guardias 
dijeron que recientemente se re- 
gistraban hurtos en la tienda. De 
los interrogatorios a dos menores 
y cuatro adultos no hubo pistas de 
que hubieran robado algo, pero la 
tienda llamó a la policía. 

El agente que se presentó, 
Steve Shepard, llamó a su vez la 
patrulla fronteriza cuando dos de 
los adultos se identificaron con 
matrículas consulares mexicanas, 
dejando como resultado que Mar 
Arzeta y su hijo Alejandro Galea- 
na fueran deportados ese mismo 
día a la ciudad de Tijuana. 

Los resultados de la investiga- 
ción “no pueden hacerse públicos, 
porque son confidenciales, están 
protegidos por leyes estatales de 
California”. 

Sin embargo al ampararse 
ante la corte, la policía está dejan- 
do en el limbo un asunto que diri- 
gentes de la comunidad hispana 
del sur de California consideran 
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que es un acto de prejuicio y dis- 
criminación contra clientes mexi- 
canos de la tienda JC Penney en 


National City. 


“Creemos que ese incidente 
merece una explicación”, ha indi- 
cado el alcalde de National City, 
Nick Inzunza, “pedimos a la poli- 
cía una investigación y continua- 
mos esperando que se nos presen- 
ten los resultados”. 

No obstante, el representante 
legal de la policía indicó que el 
ayuntamiento de National City 
“debe entender que esta es una in- 
vestigación interna, un sensible te- 
ma de confidencialidad que no 
puede hacerse público”. 

El jefe de policía Panu Pauu 
declaró antes que la investigación 
interna exculpó al oficial Shepard, 
añadiendo que la administración 
de la tienda JC Penney en el centro 
comercial Plaza Bonita “entrenó 
a ocho o nueve empleados para 
que mintieran” al ser interrogados 
sobre el incidente. 

Pauu sin embargo no ha en- 
tregado al alcalde Inzunza ni a 
miembros del consejo de gobierno 
del ayuntamiento el reporte de la 
investigación, argumentando la 
misma confidencialidad a que ha 
referido en la corte el abogado. 

El alcalde aún no comenta 
acerca de la demanda que interpu- 
so la asociación policiaca, pero 
tras las declaraciones de Pauu opi- 
nó que “si deseamos construir 
buenas relaciones entre el gobier- 
no de National City, la policía y 
la comunidad, necesitamos un 
proceso abierto al público”.

The tongue-tied CIA

“It turns out we were all 
wrong” stated David Kay to the 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
recently. Kay, the former chief U.S. 
weapons inspector in Iraq, said that 
there was no evidence Saddam 
Hussein had stockpiled weapons of 
mass destruction. 

Kay explained that it was an 
intelligence failure. President 
George Bush has appointed a com- 
mission which is holding hearings 
to find out what happened. 

We will not know the answers 
until next year when the commis- 
sion is expected to finish its work. 
Yet, Kay has given a few hints as 
to what went wrong. One of them 
- has to do with the CIA’s lack of 
resources and in particular the high 
shortage of Arabic-speaking 
agents. 

Apparently, the CIA has only 
100 clandestine officers who speak 
Arabic. That is not enough. In ad- 
dition, the figure masks the num- 
ber of people who can deal with 
the different varieties of Arabic 
since the language is not uniform 
in the Arabic-speaking world. Al- 
though written Arabic is standard- 
ized, the oral language can vary 
considerably which may prevent 
an Algerian to understand an Iraqi. 

There is no doubt that to be 
able to find intelligence you need 
linguistic resources and the U.S. is 
very much at a disadvantage in a 
multilingual world. 

Shortages of bilingual govern- 
ment officials are severe. Soon af- 
ter 9/11 it was revealed that a vast 
amount of data had not been ana- 
lyzed because of limited linguistic 
resources. 

Shortages of linguists exist in 
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organismos internacionales, (como

Guantanamo, Cuba. Recently it 
was announced that the shortages 
sometimes force officials to hire 
people who may not be 100% reli- 
able. An interpreter, for example, 
has been accused of espionage at 
the base. 

A military report pointed out 
that the U.S. Army does not have 
enough linguists to do its work in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

One solution to solve the 
shortages is to hire experts from the 
immigrant communities. A few 
years ago, for example, the FBI 
held a job fair in a New Jersey 
mosque to hire bilingual agents. 

Relying on immigrants to pro- 
vide linguistic expertise is some- 
thing the country has done in its 
history. During World War II, Ital- 
ian and German speaking immi- 
grants provided essential language 
skills. 

Of course, native-born Ameri- 
cans are learning Arabic and other 
languages. The Defense Language 
Institute in Monterey (DLI), Cali- 
fornia, has been providing lan- 
guage training to American diplo- 
mats and government personnel 
since 1941. The Bush administra- 
tion wants to double the number of 
Arabic speakers graduating from 
the DLI. 

Yet, miracles cannot be made. 
Learning enough Arabic to be able 
to function takes about 63 weeks 
of full-time study. Advanced Ara- 
bic requires another 47 weeks. 

Unfortunately, the U.S. has 
both a great need for language 
skills and at the same time signifi- 
cant challenges. 

The needs arise because the 
U.S. has interests abroad, which re- 
flect the political and economic

situation of being the only super- 
power. 

The challenges to meeting 
these needs are both internal and 
external. 

On the one hand, the U.S. 
seems to have paranoia about hav- 
ing more than one language within 
its borders. This comes out of the 
fear that the immigrant population 
is not learning English. For some 
Americans, bilingualism and mul- 
tilingualism may destroy the fab- 
ric of American society because of 
the diminishing importance of the 
English language, which is seen as 
the glue that holds the country to- 
gether. 

There is no easy solution to 
prepare us linguistically for crises 
that may occur. It’s difficult to pre- 
dict what the “hot” language will 
be. Not every American needs to 
learn multiple languages. Yet, a 
second language should become 
part of American education. Learn- 
ing a third language in college or 
at the DLI would become much 
easier if one is already bilingual. 
It’s the first foreign language that 
is the most difficult. Just like in 
music, it’s the first musical instru- 
ment which is the toughest to con- 
quer. 

Insisting on English only will 
continue to pose serious challenges 
in the world. Knowledge of other 
languages will make us secure at 
home and may prevent future Iraqs 
and Afghanistans.

The official, who said the 
agreement was the result of months 
of work, added that there was no 
deadline for the law to go into ef- 
fect and that the legislative process 
would have to run its course. 

He noted that 14 bills had been 
languishing in Congress and that 
none had passed due to “lack of po- 
litical consensus,” which made 
Tuesday’s agreement necessary. 

“Without this step, it seems 
unlikely that a new bill would be 
approved, especially one all the 
parties could agree on,” Bolio 
added. 

Representatives of the Institu- 
tional Revolutionary Party (PRI), 
the ruling National Action Party 
(PAN), the Party of the Democratic

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Revolution (PRD) and Conver- 
gence backed the accord, with the 
Mexican Green Ecologist Party the 
only one not to join in the pledge. 

PRD representative Emilio 
Zebadua called the agreement “a 
framework we all agree on, one 
that assures that, in 2006, by the 
will of (lawmakers) in both cham- 
bers, Mexicans living abroad will 
be able to vote in the presidential 
elections.” 

Cecilia Romero, of the PAN, 
called the pact “a sign of the con- 
fidence that has been generated in 
favor of this joint bill” after all can- 
didates in the 2000 elections spoke 
in favor of enabling Mexicans liv- 
ing abroad to vote. 

The PRI's representative said 
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the Mexican parties have taken “a 
definitive leap” by signing the pact, 
which covers a gamut of issues 
ranging from legal and political to 
budgetary matters. 

Convergence representative 
Jesus Gonzlez Schnall said the 
time was ripe to “forget who it was 
that authored these bills and bring 
together the parties we represent” 
in Congress. 

IFE figures show that 98 per- 
cent of Mexican expatriates live in 
the United States. 

By 2006, an estimated 11.6 
million Mexicans will be living 
north of the Rio Grande, including 
nearly 10 million of voting age - a 
figure high enough to swing an

Miami, (EFE).- Las afeccio- 
nes dermatológicas como la der- 
matitis seborreica son cada vez 
más comunes y afectan por igual 
a niños, adultos y ancianos. 

La dermatitis seborreica es un 
proceso inflamatorio de la piel, 
que hace que su apariencia se vea 
enrojecida y comúnmente con pe- 
queñas escamas que se despren- 
den fácilmente y dan un aspecto 
poco atractivo a la zona afectada. 

Aunque es un proceso infla- 
matorio de la piel leve, puede apa- 
recer de manera aparatosa y, sobre 
todo, en los adultos incomoda por 
la manifestación de las pequeñas 
escamas que se desprenden. Estas 
afecciones pueden atacar la piel de 
los más jóvenes, inclusive de los 
bebes recién nacidos, hasta gente 
de edad muy avanzada. 

Los motivos son muy varia- 
dos y entre los más comunes se 
pueden destacar los siguientes: 

Puede ser una reacción alér- 
gica, en cuyo caso es muy impor- 
tante detectar el agente que pro- 
voca esta reacción para poder eli- 
minarlo, entonces se podrá decir 
que “muerto el perro se acabó la 
rabia”. 

Es decir que si se logra identi- 
ficar la causa que provocó la reac- 
ción, como puede ser alguna cre- 
ma o un nuevo maquillaje, algún 
factor climático, quizás una co- 
mida o un condimento en particu- 


lar, deberá dejar de usarse y la piel, 
teóricamente, volverá a la norma- 
lidad. 

Claro que no siempre se logra 
identificar la fuente de una reac- 
ción alérgica. 

Puede ser que la dermatitis 
venga como consecuencia de al- 
guna infección de otra parte del 
cuerpo y se manifieste como una 
reacción secundaria. O también 
esta afección tan común de la piel 
puede ser el resultado de un desen- 
cadenante, tal como alteraciones 
nerviosas o emocionales. 

A veces estos elementos tan 
desgraciados tienen que ver no 
sólo con las características gené- 
ticas de cada persona, es decir, de 
nacimiento sino también con cier- 
tas variaciones de la herencia fa- 
miliar. 

Los lugares donde más afecta 
esta dolencia, desgraciadamente, 
están a la vista, es decir que ataca 
sobre todo a la cara y también al 
cuero cabelludo. 

Es por ello que su presencia 
es sumamente visible y explica 
que, si bien no es una enfermedad 
grave, provoca muchas consultas 
al médico especialista porque los 
pacientes sufren sus efectos anti- 
estéticos. 

Afortunadamente, la ciencia y 
su combinación con la naturaleza 
están cada vez más avanzadas en 
crear tanto tratamientos curativos 
como preventivos. Por eso no hay 
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que desesperarse. 

Como primera medida y dado 
que esta afección es carácter desco- 
nocido y recurrente es muy impor- 
tante que los tratamientos no dañen 
la piel. 

En las personas adultas, a ve- 
ces hay que recurrir a los llamados 
agentes queratolíticos, que sacan 
las capas más superficiales de la 
piel. En otras ocasiones hay que 
combinar este tipo de fármacos con 
los llamados corticoides tópicos, 
pero si su uso es muy extendido y 
prolongado pueden crear más 
problemas que soluciones. 

Por eso siempre es obligado 
ponerse en manos de un especia- 
lista porque el margen de la cu- 
ración de estas complicaciones es 
muy estrecho.s> 


Hispanics still facing health disparities 


Washington D.C. - Millions 
of American minorities continue 
to face health disparities and dur- 
ing National Public Health Week, 
“Eliminating Racial and Ethnic 
Health Disparities,” the Congres- 
sional Hispanic Caucus (CHC) 
will continue to call attention to 
the underserved and uninsured. 

Independent research has 
shown that Hispanics are dispro- 
portionately impacted by a high 
rate of diabetes, asthma, HIV/ 
AIDS, tuberculosis and heart dis- 
ease. The procedures and medi- 
cation needed to combat these 
sometimes fatal diseases are ex- 
tremely costly, and without health 
insurance, many times unavail- 
able. Compounding the healthcare 
crisis is the fact that over 12 mil- 
lion Hispanics are uninsured, in- 
cluding 68 percent who work full 
time. 

“Our community needs help,” 
said Congressman Ciro D. Ro- 
driguez, CHC Chair. “Millions of 
Hispanic children are unable to see 
a doctor for basic healthcare 


needs, while our seniors are un- 
able to keep up with the rising 
costs of prescription drugs. Acces- 
sibility and affordability of 
healthcare is just the first step to 
closing the disparities gap. We 
must also work to ensure that our 
communities are educated about 
their health, have access to cultur- 
ally and linguistically sensitive 
physicians and affordable health 
insurance.” 

In October 2003, the Mem- 
bers of the CHC joined with their 
colleagues in other House minor- 
ity caucuses and Democratic lead- 
ership to introduce HR 3459, the 
“Healthcare Equality and Afforda- 
bility Act of 2003”. This bill ad- 
dresses the most critical issues fac- 
ing America’s minority communi- 
ties including improving cultur- 
ally and linguistically appropriate 
care; increasing the diversity of 
our healthcare workforce; reduc- 
ing the occurrence of disease and 
disease-related complications suf- 
fered disproportionately by mi- 
norities; improving minority 
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health data collection and report- 
ing; increasing accountability of 
our government institutions re- 
sponsible for minority health; and 
strengthening the institutions that 
provide care to minority popula- 
tions. 

“The disproportionate rates of 
obesity, diabetes, and lack of in- 
surance facing Latinos, the fast- 
est-growing ethnic group in the 
country, are startling. By elimi- 
nating racial and ethnic health dis- 
parities, we will improve healt- 
hcare for all Americans,” said 
Congresswoman Hilda Solis, 
Chair of the CHC Health Task 
Force. “I commend the American 
Public Health Association for 
choosing to make Eliminating 
Racial and Ethnic Health Dispari- 
ties the theme of this year's Na- 
tional Public Health Week.”

Las manchas 
más resistentes se quitan con 
productos naturales que sirven 
igual para limpiar abel de plata 
y manteles de hilo que joyas, 
ventanas o paredes.

Hacer desaparecer las man- 
chas de café, sangre o bebidas 
como el té; el vino o la cerveza de 
manteles y prendas de vestir: 
tapicería, etc., es una de las tareas 
más difíciles con la que se enfrenta 
el ama de casa. 

Con el uso de materias como 
leche, limón y amoniaco se pueden 
quitar prácticamente todas las 
manchas que se producen dentro 
del hogar.

Por ejemplo, antes de iniciar 
la limpieza de los objetos de plata 
hay que tener muy presente sus 
características. Es decir, si son 
lisos; si están mezclados con otros 
metales; si están tallados o acom- 
pañados de piedras. 

También es necesario tener en 
cuenta que la plata pierde su brillo 
natural con los gases y la humedad; 
que los objetos de este material no 
deben envolverse en plástico; que 
la condensación podría deslus- 
trarlos y, en definitiva, que los 
mejores productos para su limpieza 
son los tradicionales: 
bicarbonato. 

Limpieza de la plata 

Para limpiar piezas de plata 
totalmente lisa y sin mezcla de otro 
material, sumérjala en un reci- 


limón y 


pak 


piente con un poco de sosa y varios 
trozos de papel de aluminio. Afiada 
agua hasta cubrir bien todos los ob- 
jetos y, luego, aclare bien en agua 
caliente. Séquelo con un trapo de 
algodón. 

En cuanto a pequeños ara- 
ñazos, se quitan con óxido de hie- 
rro y unas gotas de aguarrás sobre 
un trozo de algodón. No lo olvide, 
al limpiar cualquier objeto de plata 
hágalo siempre cerca de una venta, 
ya que desprenden un gas sulfu- 
Toso. 

La forma más rápida de lim- 
piar objetos de plata lisos es poner 
una parte de sosa por cada 20 de 
agua y echar esta mezcla en una 
cazuela de aluminio. Luego, meta 
y saque los objetos en esta solución 
hasta que desaparezca la capa de 
polvo que le ha hecho perder su 
color natural. 

Aclárela en agua caliente y 
séquela. Póngase guantes de al- 
godón, pues si no el ácido de su 
piel decolorará el metal. Los pro- 
ductos caseros no sirven para lim- 
piar objetos de plata que tengan 
piedras, se podría aflojar el en- 
garce. 

Limpieza de objetos tallados: 
utilice cepillos especiales, jamás de 
dientes o brocha, podrían rayar la 
superficie de la pieza. Para los ob- 
jetos chapados sí se puede emplear 
un cepillo de dientes infantil, espe- 
cialmente para llegar a los huecos 
de los objetos grandes. 

En cuanto a la limpieza de 
otros tipos de manchas: de café, té 
o bebida. 

Las de café: se quitan frotando 
el tejido con una mezcla de alco- 
hol y vinagre a partes iguales. Si 
son recientes desaparecen con 
hielo. Las de cerveza con deter- 
gente y sal. Hay que procurar acla-

rar bien para evitar que queden 
cercos. Si la mancha es antigua se 
frota con alcohol y agua a partes 
iguales. 

Las de té: si el tejido lo per- 
mite. se quitan con agua hirviendo 
y limón; mientras que las de san- 
gría desaparecen rociando la pren- 
da inmediatamente con sal, sumer- 
girla en agua fría y frotar la man- 
cha. 

Frutas: si la mancha es reciente 
desaparece simplemente con agua 
fría o hielo; en caso contrario re- 
mojar en una solución de agua y 
perborato de sosa. La mezcla es de 
dos cucharadas de perborato en un 
cuarto de litro de agua. 

Limpieza de ventanas 

Resina: calentar la zona afec- 
tada con el secador de pelo; espol- 
vorear con polvo de talco por el 
revés y por el derecho y taponar 
con aguarrás. Hay que eliminar la 
mancha antes de mojar la prenda 
para evitar que el agua penetre en 
la resina en el tejido. 

Yodo: Las manchas de yodo en 
ropa blanca se eliminan humede- 
ciéndola con amoniaco y aclarando 
con agua fría; lo mismo que las 
producidas por bronceadores, pero 
en este último caso hay que em- 
plear una parte de amoniaco en un

cuarto de litro de agua. Si no desa- 
parecen del todo entonces utilizar 
alcohol de 96 proof. 

Sangre: Las manchas de san- 
gre se eliminan con agua fria y 
vinagre si está seca y con agua frla 
si es reciente. Si se trata de prendas 
blancas lavables pueden introdu- 
cirse en agua fría y lejía, si no son 
lavables hacer una pasta de al- 
midón y dejarlas en remojo. Una 
vez seca cepillar con un cepillo de 
cerdas suaves. 

Sudor: Las manchas produ- 
cidas en la ropa por el sudor se 
quitan con agua templada y amo- 
niaco, si la prenda no es lavable 
frótela con alcohol. En la lana se 
quita con agua salada y en la ropa 
interior con agua y vinagre. 

Cristales de las ventanas: Las 
manchas difíciles como, por ejem- 
plo. restos de moscas y mosquitos, 
se quitan con té caliente. No olvide 
que los cristales deben limpiarse 
horizontalmente por. y 
verticalmente por el e e 
podrá identificar mao: han 
quedado marcas. 

Para la limpieza de ventanas 
muy sucias añadir al agua una 
pequeña cantidad de líquido lava- 
vajillas o de bórax. o si lo prefiere, 
una solución fuerte de agua y 
vinagre. Hacer una mezcla de 125 
mililitros de amoníaco y 125 mili- 
litros de vinagre blanco en un cal- 
dero lleno de agua. 

También sirve una solución de 
300 mililitros de parafina, 300 
mililitros de agua y una taza de al- 
cohol metílico. Todo ello bien 
agitado en una botella, aplíquelo y 
déjelo secar. Después aclare bien. 

Si los marcos de la ventana son 
de madera procure utilizar muy 
poca agua. Si la madera está imper- 
meabilizada o barnizada, límpiela 
con té frío o con un producto lí- 
quido abrasivo. La madera ence- 
rada con una solución suave de 
detergente o con un estropajo de 
alambre fino mojado en cera lí- 
quida.

Saque brillo con papel de 
periódicos.

Para la publicación de estas 
líneas, se ha estrenado la versión 
estadounidense de lo que fuera la 
Batalla de El Álamo, que por 
cierto, en los anuncios publici- 
tarios, califican como “la verda- 
dera historia de El Álamo”. Por si 
fuera poco, están pensando que 
esta película, sea o sirva como 
material didáctico en las escuelas 
del país y esto es motivo de alar- 
ma. ¿Por qué? Las respuestas pue- 
den ser varias, pero, la principal 
es el que pueda desatar un senti- 
miento antimexicano en la socie- 
dad estadounidense a lo largo y 
ancho del país. 

Por supuesto, cada país escri- 
be su “historia” de la manera en 
que mejor le conviene, ya que esa 
“historia” es, en cierta forma, una 
manera de control político y so- 
cial. Pero de eso a decir que se 
tiene la “verdad absoluta”, hay un 
largo trecho. 

Para criticar la película en ge- 
neral y en lo particular, habrá que 
esperar a que se estrene. Empero, 
es necesario conocer la parte de la 
“historia” que sobre el mismo te- 
ma, manejan los libros y los histo- 
riadores mexicanos, y así, quienes 
son originarios de ese país, ya sea 
que recién hayan llegado a este 
país, o que tengan generaciones de 
vivir en él, sepan la “otra verdad” 
sobre lo sucedido en El Álamo, en 
el año de 1836 y 12 años después, 
como consecuencia de la guerra 
entre Estados Unidos y México, 
la pérdida de un tercio más de ese 
territorio, además de Nuevo Mé- 
xico, la Alta California que com- 
prendían lo que hoy son los esta- 
dos de Nevada, Arizona, Colorado 
y Utah con la firma de los tratados 
de Guadalupe Hidalgo en 1848. 

Pasemos a lo que dice la “his- 
toria” mexicana al respecto. 

De entrada, la pérdida de Te- 
xas,es uno de los hechos más con- 
trovertidos en la historia mexi- 
cana, ya que el perder Texas daría 
paso a que México perdiera, en 
poco menos de 12 años, más de la 
mitad de su territorio. 

No hay que perder de vista el 
que estos eventos constituyen un 
fenómeno propio de la política 
internacional del siglo XIX, entre 
los países europeos y la emergente 
nación de Estados Unidos. 

Ya desde el año de 1803, una 
vez que Luisiana es vendida a los 
Estados Unidos por Napoleón 
Bonaparte, la “sed expansionista” 
del gobierno norteamericano se 
declara abiertamente y buscan la 
manera de extender su territorio y 
no conformarse con lo que eran, 
hasta 1776, las 13 colonias. 

Así que una vez adquirida 
Luisiana, el gobierno estadouni- 
dense comienza a reclamar Texas, 

como parte de ese territorio adqui- 
rido y la Florida. En 1815, una vez 
que Fernando VII recuperó el 
trono español, comisiona a Luis de 
Onís para que trate el problema

Unidos, período durante el cual 
los mexicanos están en plena 
lucha de Independencia por 
cierto, y no será sino hasta el año 
de 1819 que se firmará el Tratado 
Transcontinental, en el que se de- 
cide que La Florida pasa a ser 
territorio norteamericano a 
cambio de establecer una frontera 
bien definida entre Estados 
Unidos y Texas. 

Al perder La Florida, el go- 
bierno español trató de promover 
la colonización de los territorios 
del norte. Para ello, ofrece conce- 
siones para quienes desearan 
“colonizar” esos territorios en 
tierras que se ofrecían de manera 
gratuita. Uno de esos beneficia- 
dos fue Moses Austin, que en su 
calidad de antiguo súbdito del 
imperio español, se le permitió 
trasladarse a Texas junto con 300 
familias; se otorgaron 640 acres 
de terreno a cada familia, la 
exención de pagar impuestos por 
un período de siete años y el 
permiso para importar libremente 
todas sus pertenencias. 

Moses no llegaría a estable- 
cerse en Texas ya que murió an- 
tes de poder hacerlo, pero su hijo 
Stephen aprovecha la concesión 
y en virtud de que México había 
ya logrado su Independencia, se 
traslada a la capital del nuevo im- 
perio, (Agustín de Iturbide, des- 
pués de ser declarado presidente, 


se proclama emperador) parres

Aun así, como los tiempos mo- 
dernos reclaman tendencias actua- 
les e impulsan a llevar animales 
más adaptados y sofisticados para 
la época llegó el conejito de Pascua

Tampoco falta el recipiente o 
base para “entregar” las peculiari- 
dades de una pascua colorida.

confección de este símbolo de vida 


y renovación. 

Pero se llegó a la conclusión 
de que la celebración no era una 
moda y se comenzó a masificar la 
celebración y todos los elementos 
simbólicos que promociona y se 
llegó el momento de fabricar “los 
huevitos de pascua” en cantidades 
industriales.

Monterey, California— Las 
personas a quienes los tiburones les 
inspiran pavor o simplemente les 
causen curiosidad encontrarán 
fascinante la nueva exhibición, 
“Sharks: Myth and Mystery” 
(Tiburones: mito y misterio) que se 
abrió al público el 2 de abril en el 
acuario de esta ciudad. En siete 
galerías representando diferentes 
culturas, y acuarios populados por 
mantas y dos docenas de varias 
especies de tiburones nadando, la 
exhibición ofrece al público una 
historia gráfica del tiburón temido 
en ciertos lugares y respetado y ve- 
nerado en otros como una deidad. 

En nuestra visita a la exhi- 
bición, diseñada por Ava Ferguson, 
aprendimos que los tiburones son 
peces cuyos esqueletos están for- 
mados por cartílagos en vez de 
huesos. Su cartílago es similar a la 
grasa, elástico y ligero pero muy 
fuerte y cuando se entrelaza con 
Sus partes anatómicas, les ayuda a 
formar las partes sólidas de sus 
cuerpos orgánicos. Por esa razón 
pertenecen a la clase zoológica 
Chondrichthyes (Condroides o 
Condritas, en español). El nombre 
se origina de dos palabras griegas: 
Khondros, que significa cartílago 
y Ikhthus que quiere decir pez. 

En la actualidad existen más 
de 350 diferentes clases de tibu- 
rones, pero lo único que la mayoría 
de nosotros sabemos de ellos es 
que atacan a personas que nadan 
en el mar. Sin embargo estudios 
científicos, han demostrado que 
dichos ataques son raros y que por 
el contrario, son los tiburones 
quienes necesitan ser protegidos de 
los ataques del hombre porque 
muchas especies están a punto de 
extinción. 

Los tiburones son conside- 
rados prehistóricos ya que exis- 
tieron muchos años antes que los 
dinosaurios. Los primeros fósiles 
de tiburón que fueron encontrados, 
dientes y escalas, se calcula que 
tienen 420 millones de años. 

Cladoselache, que medía tres 
pies de largo, nadaba en el Atlán- 
tico de Norteamérica hace 400 
millones de años. Desde entonces, 
muchas especies se han extinguido. 
Los tiburones que vemos en la 
actualidad aparecieron en la tierra 
hace 100 millones de años. 

“Myth and Mystery”, la exhi- 
bición de peces más grande que el 
acuario ha construído desde que se 
abrió el 20 de octubre de 1984, 
explora diferentes perspectivas.

Si los leemos, lo que toma 
tiempo, descubrimos que el ti- 
burón, es considerado el símbolo 
del “poder” mundialmente y que 
esa ¢s la causa por la que ha inspi- 
rado a los pintores usar su imagen 
en sus cuadros, a los bailarines imi- 
tarla en sus danzas y a los escritores 
a relatar, en mitos y leyendas, sus 
hazañas. 

En la galería de Centro Amé- 
rica por ejemplo, representada en

“Mucho era especulativo y no 
incluía una advertencia”, subrayó 
la consejera de Seguridad Nacio- 
nal, quien explicó que el presidente 
tomó nota y quedó al tanto de que 
el FBI y la CIA tenían abiertas va- 
rias investigaciones para seguir las 
posibles pistas. 

El problema fue, consideró

three in the county. Downtown 
is also the area projected to un- 
dergo the greatest population in- 
crease in Santa Clara County in 
the next few years. Closure of the 
hospital would be a devastating 
blow to our community.”

One of the alternatives being 
explored by the Coalition is the 
possibility of establishing a dis- 
trict hospital like El Camino Hos- 
pital. On April 12,a speaker from 
the Association of California 
Healthcare Districts will address 
the monthly meeting of the Save 
San Jose Medical Center Coali- 
tion. The Association’s represen- 
tative will outline the process by 
which a District Hospital could be 
established. 

Perhaps a clear and easy so- 
lution to the problem lies in plain 
view. Why not dedicate Redevel- 
opment Agency funds to the con- 
tinued maintenance of a down- 
town hospital? If redevelopment 
money can be used to subsidize 
nightclubs and fancy restaurants, 


why can’t it be used to help keep 
a needed medical facility open? 

In a letter to the Mercury 
News, San Jose resident Mike 
Witcosky offers, “May I suggest 
a project of redemption for its 
(RDA) past sins?... Why not con- 
demn San Jose Medical Center as 
blighted, take control, and rede- 
velop it?...Deep inside San Jose 
Medical Center....is a spirit of 
service to the community that 
cannot be allowed to diminish in 
any way.”
